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REPORT OF THE REGENTS FOR THE YEAR 1875.

То His Excellency, Joun J. JACOB, 
Governor of West Virginia : 

Sir: The Regents of West Virginia University respectfully submit 
this their annual report for the college year ending June 17, 1875, 
and avail themselves of the opportunity to include their transactions 
to this date. 

The annual meeting of the Board was held at Morgantown, on the 
16th and 17th of June last. At that meeting seven young 
gentlemen who had completed the prescribed course of study were 
graduated, and four former graduates were honored with the degree 
of Artium Magister. The honorary degree of Doctor of Philosophy 
was conferred upon William Ferral, A. M., member of the National 
Academy of Sciences, and connected in a professional capacity with 
the United States' Coast Survey,now of Washington city, formerly 
of this State. This is the first and only honorary degree ever con- 
ferred by the University upon any one not connected with the Insti- 
tution as student or teacher, and is believed to have been worthily 
and well bestowed. 

At this meeting the Board was officially informed of the order of 
the War Department requiring Captain Н. H. Pierce, U. S. A., Pro- 
fessor of Mathematics and Military Science, to rejoin his regiment 
for duty. This order was in accordance with a general order limit- 
ing the stay of -officers detailed for such duty to a period not exceed- 
ing three years, and as Captain Pierce had been stationed over five 
years at the University, the order relieving him from further 
duty was not unexpected. In parting with him the Board desire to 
express their high appreciation of his qualifications as a Professor 
and Military officer, always painstaking and conscientious in the dis- 
charge of his duties, and of his high character as a Christian gentle- 
man and to wish him every success in his return to a soldier’s life. 
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Suitable stops were at once taken to procure оң detail of a successor, 
and at a later mecting, First Lieutenant E. T. C. Richmond, of the 
Second Regiment, U. S. Artillery, who 4. at the U. 5. Mili- 
tary Academy, West Point, in 1567. and at the Artillery School, 
Fortress Monroe, in 1870, was duly olected to tho chair vacated by 
Captain Pierce, and subsequently detailed by the President, in ac- 
cordance with the request of the Board. The State is to be congrat- 
ulated in retaining the services of an army officer in the above posi- 
tion, as but a limited number are allowed under army regulations, 
and already applications had been made on the part of several other 
States for the detail vacated by the recall of Captain Pierce. Lieu- 
tenant Richmond has been at his post since the beginning of the 
Fall term, and has rendered general satisfaction. The beneficial ef- 
fects of the Military Department are constantly seen in the erect and 
manly carriage of the cadets; in the prompt obedience to all neces- 
sary orders; in the precision of recitations, and the honorable and 
respectful conduct manifested by them in all their relations with the 
. Faculty, and with each other ; and in the generous spirit of emula- 
tion infused into the general body of the students in these several 
respects. І 
At the annual meeting the accounts, vouchers and general expen- 
ditures of the Executive Committeo and all subordinate officers were 
carefully examined, and the same were found properly kept and in а 
satisfactory condition with vouchers for each item of expenditure. 
'The Executive Committee's report, heretofore.filed in your office, con- 
tains the estimates of receipts and disbursements for tbe current 
school year, together with amounts of appropriations required for the 
several objects therein set forth, all of which are approved and re- 
commended to the Legislature for favorable action. The Legislature 
of Virginia made provision for the State University by au annuity 
of $15,000 fixed in tne generallaws or code,and so not ordinarily 
subject to the uncertainty of annual or biennial appropriation bills, 
and thus greatly relieving thoso in charge of the University of fre- 
quent presentations of its claims and necessities, and of uncertainty 
as tothe amount of'money to be relied on in making contracts or 
' employing Professors and others. A greater reason’ exists in this 
State for such a provision, as the appropriations have usually been 
for the school year ending in June, so that the University has been 
carried on from that date until the passage of the appropriation bill, 
generally in the latter part of February following, upon the faith and 
expectation of future Legislative appropriations. An annuity of 
twelve thousand dollars, for salaries and current and contingent ex- 
penses, would place the future of this great State and national enter- 
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prise beyond all doubt and uncertainty, and enable those in charge 
to enlarge its usefulness and extend its operations, as contemplated 
by the act of Congress in endowing it. 

The former officers of the Board were re-elécted, and Messrs. David 
H. Chadwick, Hugh W. Brock, Jesse J. Fitch, and John J. Brown, 
with the resident, Regent, L. S. Hough, Esq., as chairman, were con- 
stituted the Executive Committee for the ensuing year. 

The progress in the construction of the new building has been as 
rapid as the limited appropriations at the command of the Board 
would permit. At this date, less than $200 of the appropriation for 
construction purposes remains unexpended. The building has been 
roofed with slate and tin, outer doors and windows inserted, floors 
laid, and the whole interior plastered with ono coat, and a part with 
two coats. If the heating apparatus was provided and set up, the 
interior wood and other work could be carried on, with little intor- 
ruption all winter. We urgently recommend the appropriation of 
the amount named by the Executive Committee for the completion of 
the central section of this building, The reasons for the early com- 
pietion of this part of the building are set forth in the report of the 
Committee. In addition it may be said, that if this work is complet- 
-ed, it will at once furnish room for the normal work. Тһе Prepara- 
tory Department should be more entirely preparatory to, and not of, 
the University, and this сап be readily accomplished by devoting the 
hall now occupied by all the departments of the University, to the 
exclusive use of the preparatory and normal schools, and using the 
new hall for University students only. 

The present Board of Regents were appointed in the year 1473, 
and organized and entered upon the discharge of their duties in June 
of that year. They were gratified at the progress the University had 
already made, but were not unmindful of the fact that its progress 
was hindered by the general impression that it was a local institution, 
-and that it had been organized and controlled to subserve local inter- 
ests. This charge, whether true or false, appeared to be strengthen- 
ed by the fact that a very large proportion of its students were gath- 
ered from the immediate vicinity, and that the young men of other 
portions of the State, were receiving their education at institutions in 
other Siates. The Regents felt the duty resting upon them to correct 
this evil, and if possible, secure to the University the patronage of all 
the citizens of the State. They felt that the University, to be suc- 

-cessful and fulfil the objects of its establishment, must be emphut:e- 
ally a State-institution. Realizing that changes should not be made 
for “light and transient causes," and not desiring to afford even an 
opportunity toevil-disposed persons to injure the University by in- 
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dulging in false criticisms and unjust denunciations of its govern. 
ment, the Regents resolved not to make such changes in the Faculty 
as the emergencies of the case seemed to justify, but to remedy the 
evil, if possible, in another manner. They accordingly released the 
Prosidunt of the Faculty from all duties ава professor, and directed 
him to visit all parts of the State, presont the interests and advan- 
tages of the University, disabuse the minds of those who might be 
prejudiced against it, and enlist the sympathy, co-operation and pat- 
ronage of the people of the State. The President was engaged in 
this work during the collegiate year of 1873-4, at the expense of the 
State, but at the end of the year, the immediate results not justify- 
ing the Regents in pursuing this course further, he was directed to 
resume his duties in the University, with the hope that the institu- 
iion would reap some substantial benefit from his labors in presenting 
it to the publie, but in this the Regents regret to say that the hope 
was not realized. 

The course of study prescribed in the University Байнга most thor- 
ough and the facilities afforded for a liberal education being surpassed 
by few, if any similar institutions in the country, the Regents could 
not sce why it should not assume a leading position among the educa- 
tional institutions of the country. In endeavoring to bring it tu this. 
position, after a thorough investigation and trial, the Regents were 
brought to the conclusion that the best interests of the University 
demanded the reorganization of its Faculty, and to enable them free- 
ly to inquire into the qualification of each professor and teacher, the 
Regents, at an adjourned meeting held August 12, last, declared all 
their offices vacant, and proceeded to reorganize by electing the fol- 
lowing members of the former Faculty to the following named chairs, 
viz: 

Rev. John W. Scott, DD., LLD., Vice President, and Professor of 
Mental and Moral Sciences. 

Wm. M. Fontaine, A. M., Professor of Agr riculture, Chemistry and 
^ Natural History. 

Robert C. Berkeley, A. M., Professor of Ancient Languages and 
literature. 

D. B. Purinton, A. M., Instructor in Preparatory Department and 
in Vocal Music. 

Frank Woods, of Barbour county, an alumnus of the University 
was elected instructor in the Preparatory Department. 

After advertising, corresponding, and in other ways securing а 
large number of applieations for the professorships, still remaining 
vacant, the Board met in adjourned session at the city of Wheeling, 
on the 7th and 8th of September, and out of more than a hundred 
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applicants, elected Professor J. W. V. Macbeth, a graduate of Glas- 
gow University, and afterwards of Edinburg University, to the chair 
of History, Political Economy, and Belles Lettres. Professor Macbeth, 
whose whole life has been devoted to these studies and the work of 
teaching, possesses peculiar qualifications for this chair. He is the 
author of a very superjor text-book оп Figurative Language and Lit- 
erature, now in use in the University, recently published by the. 
Harper Bros., after a very critical examination. Не is also an author 
of some note in other departments. John I. Harvey, а graduate of 
Richmond College, and the University of Virginia, and for several 
years а student of Modern Languages in Europe, and the recipient 
of a degree at Heidleburg University, Germany, was elected to the 
chair of Modern Languages, From the high testimonials, large ex- 
perienee, and general satisfaction rendered by these gentlemen in the 
short time which has elapsed since they began work at the Univer- 
sity, the Board feel authorized in auguring the happiest resulis and 
the highest success in the future; Professor F. S. Lyon, twice before 
elected Principal of the Preparatory department, was againelected to 
the same place. 

` ТЬе Board not being satisfied with any of the names presented for 
the executive chair, postponed action until an adjourned session, 
which was afterwards held at Wheeling on the 23d of November, and 
appointed a committee of its members to correspond and procure the 
presentation of a suitable person for that position, 

At the meeting held in September, looking to the recent action of 
the Legislature in prohibiting contracts binding the State for the 
continuance of the Normal Schools, and considering the spirit and 
letter of the act of Congress endowing these Colleges and Universi- 
ties in the several states, а department or school of normal instrue- 
tion was created, and a professor in charge of same, who should be 
assisted in his work by other members of the Faculty, ordered to be 
elected at the November meeting. 

The establishment of this department is in strict conformity to the 
original purpose of the congressional grant, accepted by the State of 
. West Virginia, “to promote the liberal and practical education of the 
industrial classes in the several pursuits and professions in life.” The 
teachers’ profession is опе of the utmost importance to the well-being 
of the State, and should by no means be over looked in the State 
University, especially under the conditions of its original endowment. 

Such a chair in the University, moreover, aided by the well quali- 
fied professors already there, will necessarily tend to improve the 
quality, and so raise the standard of normal instruction, yet at a 
comparatively moderate cost. The example of the University, would 
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necessarily influence and give tone to all normal school training in 
the State. itis not the multiplication of teachers, but of the right 
kind of teachers, that is needed in the free schools of this, and of all 
other States. | 

The Ohio State commissioner of common schools in a letter ad- 
dressed to the Board of Examiners of that state, well says: “Тһе 
theory that the demand for teachers must be supplied, even though 
the standard of qualification be lowered, is unsound, and pernicious 
if put into practice; the demand should not be supplicd by granting 
certificates to persons who are plainly not qualified to teach. Too 
many such inefficient teachers are now supplying the demand and 
are utterly ruining the schools and standing in the way of good 
teaching. The demand is unfortunately not what it should be" [more 
emphatically true in West Virginia than in -Ohio,] “and во long as 
examiners of teachers fill the country with certified inefficients, it 
never will be what it should be," (Ivison & Co.’s Educational Repor- 
ter for July, 1875.) These are the words of wisdom and experience. 

We bog leave also to call your attention to the great laek ot inter- 
mediate schools in the State, to be feeders to the University. It is 
earnestly hoped that the Legislature may turn its attention to this, 
our greatest educational want. How the lack is to be supplied, 
whether by high schools connected with the free schools, as in many 
other states, ог by good, old fashioned academies, so useful in many 
ways wherever established, or by both, is а matter for serious consid- 
eration; and the speedy decision of which is urged by the best inter- 
ests of the entire system of our State education. 

At the meeting held November 23 and 24, in the City of Wheeling, 
Sidney H. Owens of Richmond, a graduate of the University of Vir- 
ginia, was elected to the chair of Normal Instruction. Professor 
Owens has been largely engaged in Normal school work and comes 
highly recommended by Dr. Ruffner, State Superintendent of publie 
schools of Virginia, under whose immediate supervision he has been 
engaged in educational work. Itis believed he will render general 
satisfaction as a progressive, earnest and highly accomplished in- 
struetor. 

After grave deliberation, it was determined to postpone the election 
of a President until the annual meeting in June next, in the hope that a 
suitable person, combining the Chancellorship and a Professorship of 
Law might be procured, and thus add the latter department to the 
schools of the University, without additional cost to the State. The 
views of the Executive Committee relating to the establishment of 
schools of law, medicine, &c., as soon as practicable, are fully approv- 
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ed by the Regents, and special attention called to them. The Board 
felt less reluctance to delay the election of a President or Chancellor, 


— from the fact that tho duties of that position will devolve during the 


vacancy upon Dr. J. W. Seott, Vice-President, whose extensive expe- 
rience as President and Professor eminently fit him for the place. 

In view of the manifold and manifest advantages of the eadot sys- 
tem of free scholarships, the Board unanimously concur in recom- 
mending that the nümber of State cadets who shall be admitted to the 
University free of all charges for books, tuition and stationery, bein- 
creased to eight from each judicial district. 

The following is à summary of appropriations asked by the Re- 
gents for the current school year:

In conclusion the Board would say that tbe estimates of appropri- 
ations required, have always been made so closely and upon so eco- 
nomieal a basis that no balances have ever been left at the end of the ^ 
year, as i8 not unfrequenily the case in other State institutions, and 
often slight deficits have occurred. It is earnestly urged that the 
Legislature should not cut down appropriations already reduced by 
the Board to the lowest amount consistent with the efficient and suc- 
cessful working of this great State enterprise, so generously inaugur- 
ated and encouraged by the National Government, and which every 
consideration of State interest and State pride should prompt to make 
the equa! of any other like school.

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To the Honorable Board of Regents : 

GENTLEMEN :—I have the honor to present to you my report for 
the year ending June 17, 1875, 

"The health both of the Faeulty and students during the whole 
year has been remarkably good. Notwithstanding the continuance 
of great and general derangment in the business affairs of the 
country and the consequent scarcity of money among our people, 
and although but little effort by travelling, or by advertising hasbeen 
made to bring the Institution before the people, and other circum- 
stances that might lead us to apprehend a different result, there have 
been one hundred and twenty-five (125), students enrolled in our sev- 
eral classes during the past year. The general good order and at- 
tention to study which has characterized our students heretofore has 
been maintained. Although our grounds and buildings are practi- 
cally unguarded I doubt if, for years, damage to the amount of five 
dollars has been done to either of them by ‘any of our students. 
Any tendency to the violation of rule has been promptly and earnest- 
ly frowned down by the body of our young men. This both evi- 
dences and justifies the discipline of the University. 

The Faculty have labored diligently and harmoniously in the dis- 
charge of their respective duties. In the order and self-restraint, the 
culture and gentlemanly bearing of the students, as well as in their 
progress in knowledge and in the right use of knowledge attained, 
they, in great part, have their reward. In the Catalogue (marked 
ЗА.) which I herewith lay before you as a part of this report, 
you will find a very full detail of the organization and interior work 
and condition of the University. The condition of the grounds and 
buildings will be shown by the report of the Superintendent of the 
same. I most respectfully but earnestly urge you to do all in your 
power towards the early completion and furnishing of the central 
part of the New Hall, now nearly ready for the roof. 

The detailed, and very full reports of the Treasurer and Commit- 
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tee to whom you have entrusted the financial aflairs of the Universi- 
ty will show the gratifying fact that the income of last ycar has been 
sufficient to meet all the expenditures. While we may congratulate 
ourselves on this economy, I trust there will be no disposition to push 
itin undesirable directions, nor to extremes in any direction. We 
are greatly pressed, and have бесп made to suffer, for want of neces- 
sary additions to the Library and especially, in the department of 
Physics, for more and better apparatus. I trust tt may be your pleas- 
ure, even if you must draw on your future resources, to make some 
provision for these urgent wants. The amount expended for adver- 
tising in the different papers of the State I have always regarded as 
à good investment. The gentlemen of the press. and far beyond the 
pittanee paid them severally, have given frequent and favorable no- 
tice of the State University as well as supplied their issues to our 
Reading room. І trust it may be your pleasure to order a standing 
advertisement, if it be but a few lines, in all the papers of the State, 
West Virginia University belongs to no party, sect or locality. but 
to the people of the State, and is constituted by law a part of their 
educational system. Ав a great public necessity it aims to secure to 
all who desire to avail themselves of its generous provisions, and at 
an expense that is merely nominal, an opportunity for the most thor- 
ough and liberal general culture, as well as in such technical courses 
as may from time to time be established. The means required for its 
beginnings were generously furnished by the General Government 
of the United States, and those required tor its support and develop- 
ment as a school creditable to the State, is as nothing compared with 
the aggregate of good which it has-accomplished and is destined to 
accomplish. It has honestly, and by all proper methods, sought the 
hearty good will and earnést co-operation of all our people. If through 
misapprehension there has been reluctance on the part of any to ex- 
tend to it the consideration desired, subsequent inquiry-and reflection 
have greatly modified their views, and in some cases turned former 
opposers into warmest friends. Unreasonable and unprincipléd op- 
-position, from whatever source or quarter, it has never feared. .Iu 
the aid which it has supplied to the professions of law, medicine; ed- 
ueation, &c., both within and without the State, not only through its 
graduates, but also by the scores and hundreds who in various de- 
grees of advancement short of стада оп have already left its halls, 
it has shown its effectiveness as an educational force within the State 
and its ability to assert and maintain a first class position among the 
advanced Institutions of the eountry. 
On you, gentlemen of the Board of Regents, it confidently relies, 
in the spirit of harmony and enterprise worthy of the undertaking, 
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and of your own relations to it, to direct and support it in the accom- 
plishment of its great mission. 

How that mission may be most fully and readily realized has, from 
the beginning, been with myself а subject of great and anxious 
thought. In my report of last year, I took occasion to ‘inquire wheth- 
er it would not be well to so arrange that the original idea of tbe in- 
stitution may be still further expanded in permitting properly pre- 

~ pared students—that is, those whose general education has reached a 
certain grade to enter and to graduate in any of the special schools 
which they may desire," Iam glad to вау, this suggestion has met 
the approval of all to whom I have had the opportunity of properly 
unfolding it, and a carefully prepared schedule and arrangement of 
studies in accordance with it, has, after protracted examination by 
the Faculty, been unanimously recommended to you for consideration 
and adoption, (see paper herewith submitted, marked “B.’’) It will be 
observed that all the studies of tho present curriculum, and in every 
department, are fully provided for, and that without any confliction or 
any increase of the present teaching force, and almost inthe exact or- 
der ofthe courses now pursued, and for the most part in connection with 
the same chairs. It recognizes the fundamental principles that w hile 
the edueational culture belongs to every department of our nature, 
the demand in any direction is more or less pressing according as it 
bears on present duty and future usefulness, and of these, the student 
and his friends must judge. The fullest, most symmetrical and har- 
monious development and eulture of allthe faculties апа suscepti- 
bilities is certainly to be desired as the true ideal. This is amply 
provided for in the higher courses, and to their accomplishment it 
would be the duty and pleasure of all to urge as many as possible to 
aspire. This, however, is not always attainable, various considerations 
of time, means, tastes, previous engagements, &c., come in to modify 
duty here, and may, for the time, prevent a student from aiming di- 
‘rectly at tho highest culture. | 

He, however, should not be denied the recognition of what he has 
honestly and thoroughly accomplished. In our complex modern so- 
ciety, his special adaptations and circumstances may shut him into a 
particular calling, and in his case it should be our duty and pleasure 
to help him to whatever preparation forthesamemay be within his pow- 
er. Butitis not my purpose to argue the matter. That we had to 
begin with almost empty hands, deficient means, and so near to the 
foundation; only prevented us from taking this ground at the outset. 
Now that, without any violation of truth or modesty, we may be said 
io have made our mark, and shown what we ean do, we should not 
hesitate to take this higher, and, as I think, more popular ground, as 
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well ав wider spbere of usefulness and fuller development of proper 
University shape and work. It involves no sudden change in the 
character of the institution, and is only the result of quiet, steady and 
healthy growth. I trust it may be your pleasure to approve the 
game, leaving the Faculty free to make minor changes or adjustments, 
should any, in the actual working of the plan be found necessary. In 
this connection, I feel it to be my duty again to advert to professional 
schools. In some iustitutions that number their pupils by hundreds, 
a large part of the number pursue tho studies of law and medicine. 
In Michigan University, for instance, about ono-third of the students 
study law, one-third medicine, and only the remaining one-third pur- 
sue the branches that constitute the old college curriculum. Of our 
own Alumni, about one-third have already been admitted to the bar 
or are .now pursuing their studies with a view of admission, while a 
much larger number has switched off to attend law schools at other 
universities, or to pursue their studies in private offices. Ido think 
every consideration of duty and of interest calls upon you to estab- 
lish without delay a Professorship of Law. It would not only retain 
those in our halis who now think of: going where they may have this 
privilege, but would help to increase the other departments. І ат 
sure, when the facts are understood by our people, you will be sus- 
tained in this measure. And so of medicine; it will be a great gain 
to the University if you can, by any possibility, see your way to fill 
at least.one of these chairs. 

At the beginning of the year, and just as the classes were organiz. 
ed, the detail of Captain Pierce, Commandant of Cadets and Pro- 
fessor of Mathematics, was revoked by the War Department. On 
personal application to President Grant, he was pleased 10 suspend 
the execution of the order until the close of the present University 
усаг. Captain Pierce has labored for the University with zeal, ability 
and success, and with rare and ready adaptation to the circumstanecs. 
We part with him with sincere regret and only hope you may be 
equally fortunate in the selection of a successor. ) 

It gives me pleasure to say, that the arrangements made at your 
last meeting for regular instruction in music were put into successful 
operation, and have given entire satisfaction. The number of the 
young gentlemen who have availed themselves of the advantages 
thus placed within their reach, and the progress made, and tbe spirit 
already Shown are ample guarantees for tho completeness and perma- 
nence ofthe study and practice of vocal music in our halls. 

Many American schools entirely neglect the physical training of the 
Student. Young men come to the Institution with undeveloped mus- 
cles, a bad carriage, and an impaired digestion. Military drill and ri- 
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fle shooting, is perhaps the best kinds of exercise. It has greatly im. 
proved the physique of many of our students, and I could wish, in 
the changes incident to a new instructor in that department, that 
more general provision could be made for all our students to engage 
init. Buta variety of physicial exercises, to be indulged in with 
moderation, should be provided, as some prefer one, and others, an- 


| other, and anything of this kind to be useful must be enjoyable. Tt 


is much to be regretted that there is on our premises, no good drill 
ground, nor guod grounds for other athletic sports. 

Teall your attention to the valuable and interesting abstract of the 
meteorological observations made by Sergeant Dunne in connection 
with the University, published as an appendix to the catalogue this year 
and also to the two tables which I now present to you (marked “О”), 
To determine the laws which govern such phenomena is a task beset 


‚with very complicated difficulties. Accurate, extended, and long con- 


tinued observations of meteorological changes is needed to determine 
the climatology of a State. This is now within your reach, and their 
publication from year to year in such manner.as you may order, and 
as taken at a spot which may fairly represent the average of the State 
of West Virginia, must ultimately be of great advantage. 

The copy of the revised rules of the University, and code for the 
State cadets, are in the Governor's office, and have not yet been printed. 
It would be well, it the suggestions of the paper marked “В,” are 
adopted, to recall the copy with a view to some changes accommodat- 
ing the same to the arrangements there made. 

Messrs. Samuel S. Adams, Robert H. Dolliver, Jonathan P. Dolliver, 
James V. Martin, James J. Peterson, and Aaron L. Puriton, having 
with credit to themselves and to the satisfaction of their teachers, ac- 
complished the studies of the Literary Department of the University

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REPORT OF REGENTS FOR THE YEAR 1875-6. 


To the Governor of West Virginia : 

The Regents of West Virginia University, submit the шаа 
annual report for the year 187 5-6: f 

Some difficulty is experienced in atiompüug to harmonize the pro- 
visions of section 28 chapter 14, of Code of West Va., as amended by 
chapter 208 of the acts of 1872-3, which requires biennial reports, and 
section 81 of chapter 123 of acts of 1872-3, relating to the University, 
which requires annual reports of the condition, income, expenditure ' 
and management of the University. The fourth elause of section 5 
of the Act of Congress, approved July 5, 1862, entitled “ An act do- 
nating publie lands to the several States and Territories which may 
provide colleges for the benefit of agriculture and mechanie arts," 


. says, “An annual report shall be made regarding the progress of each 


college, recording any improvements and experiments made, with 
their cost and results, and such other matters, including State indus- 
trial and economical statistics, as may be supposed useful; one copy 


. of which shall be transmitted by mail free, by each, to all the other 


eolleges which may be endowed under the provisions of this act, and 
also one copy to the Secretary of the Interior." Under these various 
acts, it seems best to prepare and transmit annual reports, from which 
you ean draw the material that would be embraced in biennial re- 
ports, thus complying with the spirit of the first act, and with the 
letter of the other two. 

In November 1875, the Regents filed a report for the year 1874-5, 
with aecompanying reports for the 8ame period from the subordinate 
officers, including in that report a general statement of condition and 
results, and wants of the University at that date. As the' Regents 
meet annually at the close of the University year in the fourth week 
ot June, they have necessarily required annual reports from ali sub- 
ordinate officers for their own information. These reports for the’ 
past year, accompanying this, and made a part of it, with those of 
the preceding year, and the semi-annual financial reports require to 
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be examined in connection in order to fully understand the condi- 
tion, income, expenditure and management of this Institution for the 
period that would have been covered by a biennial report. As these 
are full of details, this report will not be cumbered with mere repeti- 
tion of matters of fact, but will be confined to such suggestions and ^ 
recommendations as the Regents deem proper to bring to your atten- 
tion, and through you to the Legislature. Іп this connection it is sub- 
mitted that in order to a compliance with the requirements of the act 
ot Congress above referred to, these reports should be printed in full, 
without revision or reduction in form, so that copies may be mailed 
as required by that act. In accepting the grant from the National 
Government, the State bound itself to a compliance with all the con- . 
ditions of that grant, one of which contemplates, if it does not in ef- 
fect require the printing of such reports. 

The vacancy in the executive chair still continues, though repeated 
efforts have been made to secure а suitable person for the position. 
No difficulty would have been experienced had the Regents been con- 
tent with either a man whose qualifications were not perfectly well 
ascertained, or whose reputation as an educator and executive officer 
was nob thoroughly established. A special meeting of the Regents: 
will be held at Wheeling on the 11th of January next, for the pur- 
pose of filling this vacancy, and the Regents feel assured, from the 
number and character of the names from which the selection will be 
made, that the delay has not been in vain, and that a well qualified, 
efficient and popular President will be elected.

The work of the several Departments of instruction has been done 
with ability and conscientious fidelity, and generally to the satisfac- 
tion of students and parents. The attendance of students has not 
been quite so large as in some former years, but in this respect the 
University has suffered in common with nearly every other school of 
high grade from the long continued depression in all financial and 
business enterprises. With the termination of this depression, and 
the election of an efficient President, the Regents look for a speedy 
and marked improvement in this respect. 

The Faculty and Executive Committee have united in the recom- 
‘mendation that the University be opened to students of both sexes 
upon terms of equality. While the Regents have as yet taken no ac- 
tion on this important subject, they nevertheless submit these recom- 
mendations for your careful consideration, and that of the Legisla- 
ture, which must first specifically authorize action before the Regents 
will feel free to provide for such а change. 7 

The often repeated recommendations for the creation of depart- 
ments of Law, Medicine, and Normal Instruction, are again urged, 
eoupled with the proposition to make all departments of the Univer- 
sity free from charges for tuition. Asa State Institution, supported 
by the National endowment, supplemented by annual grants of money 
from the State, it would seem appropriate to make it, like the system 
of Public Schools, free to all. The departments named are integral 
paris of every State University, and in many instances the students 
attending the courses of study taught therein equal or even ех” 
ceed the number in all the other departments. The subject, with the 
reasons heretofore assigned more in detail, is submitted for sueh ac- 
tion as may be thought best. By a rearrangement of the general 
curriculum and the work of the several Professors, these departments 
could be added at a cost not exceeding $4,500 per annum. 

The University authorities contributed, as far as they felt justified, 
to the proper presentation of the resources, natural history, climatol- 
ogy, ёс, of the State at the Centennial Exhibition, by the temporary 
detail of Prof. Wm. M. Fontaine, who gave several months to this 
work under the State Board of Managers, and whose services were 
highly appreciated and complimented by that body. His place in 
the school room was filled in part by Prof. S. H. Owens, of Va. By 
this contribution to the work named, the University becomes .the 
owner of a full suit of all cabinet-size specimens prepared and inclu- 
ded in the State exhibit, at a trifling cost compared with any other 
method of procuring them. 
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No additions to the library, eabinets, museums, or apparatus, have 
been made for the past two years, and none of special value or im- 
portance for some five years, owing to the want of funds. The Re- 
gents urge the appropriation of $2,000 for the current, and $1 500 for 
the next year, at the least, for these general purposes, to be expended 
under the direction of the Regents. If the University is to keep 
abreast with other schools of like grade and character, expenditures 
must be made in these directions, otherwise studenis of this State who 
would prefer to patronize their own school, will go abroad at greater 
expense to secure such facilities of study as are denied at home. 

The contract for the construction of the central section _of the new 
Hall, was practically completed, with the exception of some minor de- 
tails, in June last, but the balance on this contract, with changes, and 
some extra work deemed advisable, and the clearing and removal of 
rubbish, and grading near walls, will require the sum of $1,824.57. 
The wings, which will nearly double the capacity of the building, 

- . will not be needed for some time. An appropriation of $2,000 will be 
required to supply the furniture necessary for the use of this build- 
ing, For repairs and improvements of buildings and grounds, the 
executive committee ask the sum of $2,000, and after full examination 
the Regents concur in the request. 

The usual appropriations for insurance and Regents’ expenses will 
be required. 

For payment of salaries and other current and contingent expenses, 
including a deficit of six hundred dollars arising during the last year, 
the sum of $8,750 will be needed, and if thedepartments of Law, Medi- 
cine, p nd mal Instruction be created, this sum will be оао 
to $13,2 

е 2: ООО by the Legislature of payment of Treasu- 
rer's compensation and cost of books for cadets out of the State ap- 
propriation, the payment of these claims, contracted in part before 
ihe prohibition, has been made out of tuition fees and income from 
the National endowment. So long as the act creating the University 
requires а treasurer, (who by order of the Regents is compelled to 
keep all moneys in his hands on interest as far as possible, and to ac- 

~count for same, so that he can derive no benefit trom his office except 
the salary of $200, allowed by the Regents,) and authorizes the ad- 
mission of State cadets free of all charge for books, tuition and sta- 
tionery, it would seem very contradictory and inconsistent to pro- 
hibit the payment out of State appropriations “of such claims as 
necessarily arise under these provisions of the law, and.thereby com- 
pel their payment from some other fund. 

The books, accounts, vouchers and records of the Troasurer and 
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Executive Committee, have been carefully examined and found to be 
correct, and in a satisfactory shape.

NUMBER OF STUDENTS. 


A catalogue of 1875-6 is herewith submitted. It shows a contin- 
ued decrease in the number of students, though not so great as gen- 
erally reported. This decrease has been going on since 1871. 

It may be satisfactory, and may tend to remove misapprehensiong, 
to present an exhibit of the number of students enrolled annually 
from the beginning. The first catalogue was issued in 1867-8. After 
deducting 60, reported in a primary department, afterwards discon- 
tinued, we have a total for that year of 124. 6

CONDUCT OF THE STUDENTS.

The conduct of the students during the year has been worthy of 
ihe highest commendation. In all my experience, I have never seen 
it excelled, here or elsewhere. 

While a disposition has been plainly manifested to maintain a strict 

-and firm administration of government, at the same time, the young 
men have been exhorted and encouraged to be a law unto themselves ; 
that they might thus be early educated to habits of self-control, so 
necessary in after-life, 
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The result has been highly creditable to the students, and grati- 
fying to the Faculty. 


THE PROFESSORS.

The professors have all been at their posts during the year, except 
Professor Macbeth, who was laid aside, about five weeks, by severe 
illness. . He has been able, however, to review his classes, and to ex- 
amine them at the end of the term. During his illness his classes 
were regularly taught by Professor Lyon and the members of the 
senior class. ; Ч 

The case of Professor Fontaine may also be mentioned. In accord- 
ance with an arrangement made by your Executive Committee, he 
was absent from about the first of February to the first of May, as- 
sisting the State Centennial Commissioners at Wheeling. His place 
was supplied by Professor S. H. Owens, of Richmond, Virginia, 
whose services, during the absence of Professor Fontaine, were se- 
cured by the Executive Committeo. .

The duties of the*vacant Chair of Astronomy and Physies were. 
divided bevween Professors Berkeley, Richmond and Fontaine—the 
first teaching astronomy, the second physics and the last meteorolo- 
gy апа physical geography. ' 


EXTRA CLASSES. 


During the spring term, to accommodate those students who enter- 
ed at that time for special work, some extra classes of tho preparato- 
ry department were taught by Professor Harvey and the under- 
signed. 

It thus appears that nearly all the Professors have been doing work 
outside of their own departments during some portion of the year. 
You well understand, though many do not seem to understand, that 
while a regular college curriculum is kept up, the sime number of 
classes is required, and consequently the same amount of labor on 
the part of the Professors is demanded, whether there be many stu- 
dents or few. 


ANNUAL ELECTION OF PROFESSORS. 


I very respectfully call your attention to the rule reducing the 
Professor’s-term of service to one year. The effect during the year 
has been injurious both within and without the institution. It is be- 
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lieved that this can readily be shown ; but I would prefer to deal with 
this and-one or two other points orally ; if the opportunity be afforded.

I &m so thoroughly convinced of the propriety and justice of open- 
ing the doors of the State University to the daughters as well as to 
the sons of the State, that I trust you will excuse a reference to the 
subject in the close of this report. 

It is believed by many that this measure i8 only a question of time. 

It is not intended to argue the question here, but simply to ask you 
to consider it now in the light of its own merits, and not in the dark- 
ness of prejudices supposed to exist againstit. I am convinced that 
Such prejudices are neither so decided nor во exiended as many im- 
agine. During the year one parent applied for the admission of a 
daughter. -I had to inform him that our doors are closed against one 
half of the youth of the State at present, but that I had good hope 
for the future. 

The subject ot the co-education of the sexes in our colleges and uni- 
versities, demands the profoundest consideration of all who have the 
‘control of such institutions. 

The question runs too deep for arbitrary or superficial treatment.

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It requires the study of the different stages of civilization from the 
savage upward, and the employments required of both men and wo- 
men in these different stages. It will be found that the highest type 
of civilization upon which the advanced nations of the world are 
now entering, requires more than the mere fine lady, with her elegant, 
but superficial accomplishments. The great social changes, brought 
about in the progress of society both in doors and out, by the divis- 
ion of labor and the invention of labor saving machinery, require а 
re-adjustment of woman's sphere," and ‘corresponding changes in 
our systems of education.

This balance is the total amount available for completion of the 
new Hall. Thesum of $31,144.60 has been paid to Klieves, Kraft & 
Co., contractors, leaving the sum of $6,241.40 to be .paid on com- 
pletion of contract, with the sum of $1,247.40, in addition for extra 
work, on account of additions and alterations deemed advisable by 
the committee during the progress of construction. The sum of 
$1,564.50 has been paid the architect on account of plans, specifica- 
tions and supervision of construction, leaving the sum of $185.70 due 
upon completion of work. It will require $650 to properly grade, 
sod and improve the grounds around this building, and $2,000 for fur- 
пілге; in all, the-sum of $10,324.50 to make the building available 
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for use. Deducting the above balance on hand, the sum of $3,824.57 
remains to be provided for by appropriations. , We congratulate the 
Board upon the very near completion of the main section of this 
Hall, and express the conviction that it is one of the best arranged 
and handsomest college buildings of its size and cost in the Ohio or 
Monongahela valleys. The want of appropriations for furniture will 
prevent the use of this building until the spring term of next year. 
We must again advert to the necessity of appropriations for general 
repairs and improvements, and without going into details, think an 
inspection of grounds and buildings will show the necessity of not less 
than $2,000, for these purposes. The large quantities of ordnance 
stores, including fixed and blank cartridges for small and large armas, 
now stowed in the armory occupied as cadet headquarters, and near 
the main buildings, requires the speedy construction of the stone mag. 
azine recommended in our last annual report, in which all explosive 
or dangerous stores might be placed. The cost of such a structure 
is estimated at about $500.

The apparent increase in salaries is occasioned by the allowance 
of pay for а part of the sixty days claimed by the retiring Professors, 
and by the pay of Prof. S. H. Owens, who served for about three 
months, and was paid at the close of his time, instead of being requir- 
ed to wait until July, which would have excluded this item from the 
present ‘year, and included itin the next report. Thore will be an 
actual reduetion on account of salaries by tho amount of $150, receiv- 
ed by Prof. Fontaine from the Board of Centennial Managers, for the 
time he was in their employ. 

The receipts from tuition amount to $1,136, which is a considerablo 
falling off, occasioned in. part by the number of cadets receiving free 
tuition, and in part by a diminished attendance consequent upon the 
stringent financial condition of the country which has affected all 
the schools of high grade, both the oldest and best established, and in 
a greater degree, the younger competitors for publie patronage. No 
efforts were made by travelling or canvassing outside of this county, 
to inerease the attendance. It will require your thoughtful delibera- 
tion to devise plans to widen the scope and extend the benefits of this 
enterprise, so that a much larger number of the citizens of the State 
may enjoy its. advantages. ` 
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The balance to the credit of above fund will be increased by tho July 
interest and premiums about $3,260, and will then be subject to orders 
for semi-annual payment of salaries amounting to $6,325, and other 
necessary expenses which will probably amount to $250 or $300, во 
that there will exist a deficit of about $600, which will have to be 
provided for until tuitions of the Fall term are available, and if they 
are insufficient to liquidate it, until legislative appropriations are 
made, This deficit is occasioned by the failure of the Legislature to 
appropriate the sum asked in your last report.. Owing to the fact 
that appropriations are made during the winter and for the current 
year after one-half of it has expired, the work of the University must 
necessarily proceed npon the faith and expectation of appropriations 
to be made, and the talse economy which reduces by a.few hundred 
dollars, the moderate sums asked at a time when contracts and en- 
gagements for the yoar have been made and cannot be cancelled, only 
causes the reappearance of the sum supposed to be saved, in the shape 
of a deficit which must be provided fur, Of the contingent and library 
fees amounting іс $280, two-thirds. were ordered by the Board set 
apart to be expended in purchase of books for the library. This sum, 
$186.67, remains unexpended, and included in the balance to the cred- 
it of the current and contingent fund, and if expended as required by 
your order, will increase the deficit thut will appear in July: By the 
provisions of the last uct making appropriations, no part of the sum 
of $3 000 appropriated for salaries and current expenses can be appli- 
ed to the purchase of books or stationery for cadets, nor for salary or 
commission of the treasurer. The supplies of stationery are furnish. 
ed by the public printer, and paid for out of the appropriation for 
publie printing and stationery, but the books ean only be furnished 
by the University, and must be provided for trom some source. and 
the committee suggest thut they be paid out,of tuitions, and the 
treasurer's salary out of income from endowment. 

The estimates of receipts and disbursements for the coming year 
will not vary materially from those reported last year. 

The rules and regulations adopted some-years ago for the govern- 
ment of the University, including cadet rules and regulations, still 
remain unprinted, and have been withdrawn from the Governor's 
office with. a view to their revision, and the incorporation of such 
amendments ав have been made to them sinco they-were completed. 
Ав soon as revised they sbould be printed as the Faculty and stu- 
dente are living under а eode practically unknown and inaccessible to 
them. 

The failure of the appropriation for the Normal Chair prevented 
Professor Owens from entering upon the duties of that chair. The 
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State Board of Centennial Managers having asked the aid of Prof. 
Fontaine in preparing their exhibit of the resources and natural his- 
tory, and statistics of climatology, &c., of the State, and the commit. 


, tee feeling that it was a work that through Prof. Fontaine would re 


flect eredit upon ihe University, and greatly promote the object of 
the Legislature in providing such a board and supplying it with 
money, authorized the detail of Prof. Fontaine, with his consent, for 
the purpose named. Prof. Fontaine entered upon the discharge of 
his duties Fehruary first, and remained in the work until May first. 
The work done, and now presented to the public, highly commends 
ihe wisdom of the action of the committee. Full suits of all metals, 
minerals and woods, and other things illustrative of the natural history 
of the State, will be added to the cabinets of the University by the 
Managers, in consideration of tho assistance of Prof. Fontaine, "who 
received from them compensation at the rate of $50 per montb, which 
by mutual agreement is to be eredited upon his regular salary as a 
Professor. His absence necessitated the employment, temporarily, 
of a substitute, and with a view to securing the benefit of an acquaint- 
ance with the gentleman whom you had honored, conditionally, with 
the chair of Normal Instruction, and of ascertaining experimentally 
his special fitness for college work, Prof. Owens was employed and 
spent three months in the ; service of the University. If somo plan 
of thus testing the fitness of their work, of all candidates, could be 
devised, it would prevent frequent changes, and avoid the uncertain 
and highly unsatisfactory method for electing unknown persons upon 
mere second-hand information and testimonials. - 

The necessity oí filling the executive chair with an efficient, capa- 
ble. and popular representative of modern thought and learning, at 
your annual meeting, must be.apparent; and while this is under con- 
sideration, the committee cannot refrain from expressing the belief 
that such а rearrangement of classes and Chairs ean be made as will 
allow of the creation of the long needed and hoped for ера шеш of 
Law. 1 ` 

The committee concur with the Faculty in the opinion that steps 
should be taken to procure legislative autnority for allowing the ad- 
mission of female students to all the advantages of the University, 
upon the same terms and conditions as apply to male students. Many 
good and valid reasons suggest themselves in favor of such a change, 
and the experience of many successful achools takes it out of the cat- 
egory of experiments, and places it upon а basis of accomplished suc- 
cess. Ifthe Normal Department is ever to be potential in the free 
school work of the State, it can only be when woman, the natural 
teacher of little children, shall be admitted to all its benefits, and if 
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admitted to this, why not to.all the other departments she may desire 
to enter? The objections to such a course seem at last to resolve 
themselves into this one of hostility to innovatiohs, and. yielding an 
implicit obedience to the traditions of our own past, refusing to avail 
ourselves of the experience of our sister States, or to take the advan- 
tuges which a wider observation shows to appertain to such a change.
